a publishing society and started a 
daily newspaper, The Christian Sci­ 
ence Monitor, 
It was a small but distinguished 
company which met at the Hotel 
Vanderbilt. There was Miss Lena 
Madesin Phillips, president of the 
council which initiated the contest, 
and Miss Catherine Oglesby, asso­ 
ciate editor of the Ladies’ Home 
Journal, who brought the results of 
the poll in which 128,882 votes were 
cast.
